I have intended for some time ' to 


the readers of the Gazette a descriptioa of 
Walled Lake, which is situated in Wright 
county, Iowa. 
To me it was one of the 


greatest curiosities I had overseen—envel- 
oped 33 its history is with a mantlo that 
will probably never be withdrawn. 
This 


Luke lies iu the niidnt of a large plain—the 
rich, gently undulating prairie extending 
for many miles in every direction. 
Tho 


Luke covers an area of about 1900 acres.— 
The water is clear and ci-hl, with a bard 
sandy bottom, from two to twenty-five fuel 
deep. 
There is a strip of timber nbout 


half way around it, probably ten rods wide, 
being ths only timber in many milos.— 
There is a will of lieaey stone till aroimtl it. 
It is no accidental matter. 
It has been 


built with human hands. 
In some places 


the hind is higher than the L.iko, in which 
case the wall amounts to something like a 
Hip Rap protection. 
This, I believe, if 


what the engineers call it. But in some 
places the water is higher in the lake than 
the prairie outside the wall. 
The wall in 


some places is ten feet Jiiph ; it in 13 foot 
wide on the top. 
The wall ii built entirely 


of boulders, from tliree tons in size, down 
to fifty pounds. 
They are ell what ure 


called lost rock. 
I am no geologist, nnd 


consequently can give no learned description 
of them. 
They are not, however, natives 


to the manor horn. 
Nor has the wall been 


made by the washing away of the earth and 
leaving the rocks. 
There is no native rock 


in this region. 


_ Besides this, it is a continuous wall, two 


miles of which, at leapt, is higher than the 
land. 
The top of tl,o wall is level, while 


the land is undulating, so the wail is in 
some places two feet, and in others ten feet 
high. 
These rocks, many of them at least 


must hnvo been brought a long distance— 
probably five or six miles.
